Seventhly, That you affirm 
Crude Mercury (which may with ſafety be ta- 
ken by Ounces, nay, by Pounds at a time) 
as more dangerous than Mercury Sublimate, 
a few Grains of which, given inwardly, 
infallibly puts the Patient in great danger 
of Death.

And p. 438. he informs 
you, that he has conſulted all the Authors 
that have treated of this Diſeaſe, has exa- 
min'd 'em as to the Practick Part, (the Theo- 
in he durſt not meddle with!) and has either 
approv'd or rejected them, according as was 
the Event! which certainly is a Method of 
practice more. hazardous and perilous than that 
uſed by any oth—r L2uack in Town; Puacks 
uſually truſt to Methods and Medicines they ve 
known ſerviceable : He, if what he ſays be 
true, to what any Author recommends ; un- 
til, by Experience, he finds em diſſonant to 
Truth ; then he rejectts em! Suppoſe an 
Author, through Ignorance or Miſtake, ſhould 
recommend a poyſonous, inſtead of a ſalubri- 
ous Medicine; Or, ſuppoſe in an Author, 
thro' a ſlip of the Pen, or the Printer's mi- 
fake, one Medicine be ſet down inſtead of 
another, as Mercury Sublimate, inſtead of 
Mercury Dulcis ; or, an Ounce of ſome ſtrong .

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He that is not ſo thoroughly verr d in the 
Materia Medica, and in the Nature of an 
Humane Body, as, upon viewing the Preſer;. 
ptions recommended by Authors, to be well 
aſſur d what Effects they will produce, ought 
wholly to forbear making Experiments with 
'em, left he ſhould Eil his Patient inſtead 
of curing him. We have Mr. Martin's Word 
(p. 267,) that every Quack values himſelf 
for ſome Noſtrum of his own : And p. 312, 
Cc. he(in demonſtration of the Truththere- 
of ) informs us, how highly he values him- 
ſelf on his own Noſtrum, Tinctura Glorioſa! 
And (p. 128.) he tells you, that the man

Pa- 
thologia, which treats of the Morbid State of 
an Humane Body. 3. Semiotica, which treats 
of the Symptoms of Health, and of Diſeaſes.

As ſoon as a Clin 
can be contracted, vix. even the very moment 
that the Infection is admitted into the Cuticy- 
lar Pores of the Tard: This is telling us that 
your infallible Liquor (probably not good e- 
nough for a Farrier to waſh a Gall Horſe's 
Back with, or to Cure a Dog of the Manpe) 
will not only waſh the external Pudenda, 
but the more noble internal parts, and the Maß 
of Blood it ſelf, from all the Venereal Poyſon, 
and this with Ifallivility ! But altho' J ſaid 
before, that I can't acquieſce to your Notion 
that the Venereal Poyſon can as ſoon be produ- 
five of a Pox as of a Clap; yet I do believe, 
that, in leſs than twelve hours time it is 
always out of the power of your infallible Li.

T Will not aſſert that a Knowledge of 


the Latin Tongue is abſolutely neceſ- 


ſary in order to a Man's being a good Sur- 
geon. I believe there are ſome ingenious 


and s&iIful Surgeons, who have but a little 
Knowledge in that Language. But that Man, 
| | whoever 
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whoever he be, Surgeon or Phyſician, who; 
being ignorant of the very Rudiments of 
the Latin Tongue, ſhall yet, in order to. a- 
muſe the World and gain Patients, oftenta- 
tiouſly pretend to a thorough Knowledge of 
that Learned Language, either by cauſing any 
Book to be Printed in Latin with his Name 
thereto, as the Author ; or any Book to be 
Printed in the Engliſh Tongue, as if by him 
_ tranſlated out of Latin; this Man, I ſay, 
be he who he will, I can't excuſe from be- 


ing ſo far an Inpoſtor and a Cheat ; for this 


is a ſiniſter way to make People entertain. 


Thoughts of him that are not true, and to- 


believe him capable of thoſe rhings that he is 
not. The moſt Learned Phyſician or Surgeon 
is often, not unreaſonably, preſum'd to be 
the moſt s&Iful in his Profeſſion. Nothing but 


a deſire to be thought 5kilful can induce any - © 


Phyſician or Surgeon to ule Means: to appear 
or be thought more Learned than really he 
is. And his Attempt to chouſe people into an
